REVICTUALING PLEVNA. 
A GREAT FEAT. 
[Dy Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 
Lowpon Orrice or Taz Cuicaco Tarsuns, 
6 Pazerave Prace, Sraanp, Sept. 26—4 a. 
m.—One of the most daring exploits of the 
war has been successfully achieved by the 
Turks. The garrison of Plevna, after under- 
going great privations lately on account of a 
lack of provisions and ammunition, has at 
last been relieved by a convoy dispatched 
from Orkani by Chefket Pasha. The officer 
commanding the division which protect- 
ed the convoy, Ahmed [Ifzi Pasha, 
deserves no less credit than his 
superior for the skill displayed in 
executing a most arduous task. There are 
few operations more difficult than the con- 
duct of a wagon train several miles long 
across a count~y open on one side to the en- 
emy’s assault. Such was the work which 
Chefket Thitiated, and his comrade in arms 
brought to a safe conclusion on Sunday last. 
Supplies of food and ammunition had first 
to traverse the winding road down the Isker 
Valley, where, doubtless, little save physical 
obstacles had to be encountered, but when, 
at Great Lukovitz, the wagon train quitted 
Isker and struck out northeast for Plevna, 
every mile of the long track was 
LIABLE TO BE A BATTLE-FIELD, 
unless ample care was taken to keep the foe 
at a respectful distance. The wagons were 
cowpelled to follow the highway, which is 
in good order. No danger was apprehended 
except on the right, seeing that the Russians 
were posted only on cross routes and 
beyond the Vid Accordingly, due pre 
cautions were adopted from the out.

THB PORTLY BANKER AND “ PHOCION.” 

Everybody who ever went into the Merchants’, 
Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Bank, especially the 
President's sanctum, must have noticed scat- 
tered around in infinite heaps a little pamphlet, 
the title of which was “Hara Times: Their 
Cause and Oure, by Sydney Myers.” There is 
a little story connected with this pamphiet 
which there is no harm in telling now, and 
which may amuse some of the disconsolate de- 
positors who don’t know how to get their 
money out of the bank. 

In December, 1875, Mr. Myers, who was then 
just beginning to bloom as an orator, sent for 
„ Phocion Howard, now editor of the Tuscola 
Reviesn, and wanted him to fix up, and 
fabricate, and work into shape, and 
digest an article or pamphlet 
out of some statements which he pares) would 
make to him. 80, on Christmas of that year, 
„ Phocion went up to Myers’ and the 
latter walked up and down the floor all day long 
and spouted, while Howard took notes. Out 
of those notes and his own head he fabricated 
the pamphlet called Hard Times: Their 
Cause and Cure, by Sydney Myers.

A Preliminary Report from Mr. 
O. C. Gibbs. 


The Soil, Crops, Ete., in the North- 
eastern Part of the State. 


Water-Supply, Style of Farm- 
Buildings, Ete. 
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From Our Special Correspondent. 
Lonovisw, Tex., Sept. 1.—In commencing 
to write about Texas one is embarrassed at 
once by the vastness of the subject, and hardly 
knows where to begin. A State large enough 
for an Empire, extending through eleven de- 
grees of latitude,—from 25} to 3034 deg. north, 
and nearly 1,000 miles in width from east to 
west, with such variety of climate and soil as its 
_ great area must include, embracing in its prod- 
ucts nearly all those of the temperate regions, 
and also many of a semi-tropical character, one 
may well be excused for a feeling of dimdence 
in attempting to convey information to the 
readers of Tun TaI Un of such a country.

CIVIL-SERVICE RE FORMA REPLY TO 08. 
JECTORS. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Paxton, II., Sept. 25.—As so many have 
deemed it of some importance to express their 
views of the policy of Civil-Service reform of 
the President of the United States,—generally

The Board of Directors of the Hibernian 
Savings Bank, ata meeting yesterday, adopted 
a resolution that after the ist of January 
next that bank will pay 4 per cent on depos- 
its. This resolution is a wise one. It would 
have been better for all the banks had they 
reduced the rate of interest two years ago, or 
soon after the panic. The Hibernian Bank 
has passed through all the panics and runs 
of the last ten years, and has paid all its de- 
positors then, as it is now paying them, on 
demand, without requiring notices. Being 
in a condition to thus deal with its deposit- 
ors, it is also believed to be in a condition to 
tender them such rate of interest as the con- 
dition of the money market will justify. It 
does not feel compelled to purchase the for- 
bearance of its customers by offering rates 
of interest which no bank can afford to pay 
without loss that expects to pay the princi- 
pal on demand. We suppose the other banks 
will adopt the same regulation. 


Mr. Reveen E. Sennen, of Cincinnati, 
ohe of that city’s most public-spirited citi- 
zens, who never tires in his well-doing for 
her, after giving her one of the noblest music 
halls and the largest organs in this country, 
has now donated $500 in gold, to be divided 
into ten premiums, to be awarded for the 
best designs in carving for the case of the 
organ, and limits the competition to ladies.

President Hayes and party arrived in 
Washington last evening from their success- 
ful tour in the Southern States. The trip, 
in its political and social significance, de- 
serves, and will doubtless be accorded, as 
prominent a place in history as Suexmman’s 
March to the Sea has secured in the chron- 
icles of the War of the Rebellion. It do- 
monstrates that the Chief Magistrate and his 
constitutional advisers, having adopted a 
policy looking to the good of all sections of 
the country, though that policy is founded 
upon events which drew blood and revolu- 
tionized ideas, particularly at the South,— 
that the President, looking only to the 
future welfare of the whole nation, may go 
among the Southern people and speak the 
whole truth without offense; and not only 
that, but be welcomed and enthusiastically 
applauded while thus speaking the senti- 
ments of the true statesman. The result of 
this friendly intercourse may not be made 
apparent in a day, but the South, while ap- 
preciating the great benefits already accruing 
to that section from the liberal course pur- 
sued by President Hares, will take courage, 
and, ignoring the harpings of mischief-mak- 
ing politicians, profit by his words of sound 
advice.

Such heroie valor and 
such a persistent determination not to ac- 
knowledge or recognize defeat can hardly be 
found elsewhere in the annals of the world. 
The Montenegrins have nobly earned their 
liberty, and Europe ought to guarantee it.

This is a refreshing confession. The 
leaders announced the result in bulk,” and 
made it big enough to decrease the fair and 
honest Republican majorities cast by the 
rural district. The. counters, Twrep 
testifies, ‘‘made the result”; ballots made no 
result. It made no sort of difference how 
many ballots the Kepublicans cast for their 
candidates so long as the Democratic

NATIONAL SAVINGS BONDS. 

The failure, and the disastrous failure, of 
so many savings banks in this city and in 
other parts of the country, must have the 
effect of weakening, if not destroying, confi- 
dence in the whole system of savings banks. 
Already the question is seriously asked, What 
is a person with a small sum of money to do 
with it, so as to avoid loss by robbery and at 


the same time have it available when needed 


for use? A ndent some days ago 
suggested tl orkmen, especially in large 
manufacturing establishments, could best 
promote their own interests by leaving their 
savings in the hands of their employers. It 
was argued that employers have to borrow 
money from the savings banks to pay wages, 
pledging their goods as surety, and paying 8 
to 10 per cent interest, when the same 
money, if loaned to them direct by the work- 
men at the rate they obtain from the banks, 
would add to their profits by reducing their ex- 
penses. This scheme, which we suppose is 
often followed, involves precisely the same 
considerations involved in the savings banks, 
—the personal responsibility and the personal 
integrity of the employer. 

We are informed that a number of persons 
in this city, and we suppose elsewhere, have 
settled the matter for themselves by pur- 
chasing 4 per cent Government bonds. These 
bonds are payable, principal and interest, in 
coin. When the loan was offered some 
months ago, the subscription was made at 
the rate of 1006 in currency. The bonds are 
now worth 99 in gold, or 102 in currency. 
Those who subscribed at 106 have there- 
fore lost, in case of selling out, equal to one 
year’s interest. Even those who purchase 
at 102 will do so subject, in case the cur- 
rency equal gold and the bond sells at 99, to 
a loss equal to nine months’ interest. The 
like contingencies will attend any bond 
which, owing to the rise or fall of the cur- 
rency, may vary in its currency price, 

What is needed to meet the popular de- 
mand is a bond which, from the necessity of 
things, can be always obtained at par for cur- 
rency, and consequenily cannot rise above 
that in the market. Such a bond would be 
one having forty years to run, bearing 3.65 
per cent interest, and issued by the Treasury 
at par in sums of $50, or any greater sum, 
to an aggregate limited only by the outstand- 
ing bonded indebtedness of the nation. 
Such a bond, always obtainable at par for 
the paper, silver, or other currency of the 
country, would offer to the publica plain, 
direct, safe, and convenient form of invest- 
ment. If the bonds for any cause should 
sell in the market for less than par, then pur- 
chasers would provide themselves by buying 
of the brokers, taking advantage of the de- 
cline. When the bonds could not be bought 
in the streets for less than par, then they would 
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all purposes, — for purpope of investment of 
savings, for the purpose of holding to meet 
future payments, for the purpose of invest- 
ing unemployed capital, for bank reserves, 
for all forms of temporaty investment,—to a 
sum equaling the pres@t aggregate of all 
the outstanding 6 per cent bonds, and per- 
haps many of the 5 pér cents. The Gov- 
ernment, as it receives this money for this 
popular loan, can use itto purchase the out- 
standing bonds in the open market, or to 
purchase gold, and redgem after notice the 
6 per cents. * The Government is now pay- 
ing 6 per cent interest an about $750,000,000 
6 per cent bonds; to tke them up by the 
proceeds of an | sum of 3.66 per 
cent bonds would be a saving of over 
$18,000,000 gold intemst annually,—no in- 
considerable saving in these days of hard 
times and excessive taxgtion. 

The advantages of these bonds may be 
stated tobe: 1. An @portunity for every 
person in the country ti invest their surplus 
earnings or savings at in a bond bearing 
a reasonable rate of in and in a bond 
always available to be ted at par for any 
purpose requiring ment. 2. That it 
would offer to the putilic and to the banks 
an opportunity to invest their unemployed 
funds and reserves until such times as more 


ing transferable, would igany emergency be as 
available and could be used as so much cur- 
rency. 4. That the prpceeds of the bonds 
would enable the Government to take up all 
the outstanding bonded debtg bearing high 
rate of interest. 5. Tat the people of the 
country, especially the industrial and pro- 
ducing classes, will b@ome the holders of 
the national debt, haviig a direct personal 
interest in the maintainjnce of the Govern- 
ment. For these reaspns Congress, at its 
coming session, should not hesitate to au- 
thorize this popular lean— to at least offer 
the people the privilege of taking the na- 
tional debt, or a portiog of it, into their own 
hands.

The Wisconsin Deméecratic State Conven- 


tion meets in Fond du Lac to-day, for the 
purpose of nominating a full list of candi- 
dates for State offices. It is a meeting of 
some political significance, because Wiscon-

State,—the Democrats having elected all the 
State officers at the last two elections, ‘except 
the last term of Governor,—and because 
upon the action of the Convention in nomi- 
nating candidates and adopting a platform 
will depend the result in November. The 
Democrats are stimulated with hopes of 
victory again at the polls, and will put forth 
every effort to secure it. They are so sure 
of it that it has brought forward a larger 
number of candidates for Governor than 
ever was known before in any State in the 
Union in any party. Wedo not know 
as the list of aspirants for Guberna- 
torial honors is yet completé,—the returns 
from some of the back counties not 
being all in,—but we now rechllect of seeing 
a favorable allusion in the newspapers of 
that State to the following distinguished citi- 
zens in connection with théoffice: Mayor 
Born, Atexanper Mrroner& Judge Mar- 
tory, George H. Paul, P. V. Deusrer, 
Danret Wetts, and E. D. Hotton, of Mil- 
waukee; ex-Senator Doozrrriz and N. D.

their sons to college, his curriculum of in- 
struction would be at once unique and inter- 
esting. The Times journalism would have 
to be taught practically as well as theoretic 
ally, like plane surveying and civil engineer- 
ing.

Tue TUN is not so jealous 
of Dr. Sronzx as to deny that he is com- 
petent to teach his style of journalism, and 
that he would be a successful President of a 
university of 7'#nes journalism, or fill a chair 
of that sort with distinguished ability.

The Philadelphia lawyer long since acquir- 
ed so great a notoriety as to figure ina 
national proverb, and now the Philadelphia 
preacher manifestly aspires to a like fame.
